TO SALVAGE GOLD 


italian Vessel! Engaged In Raising 
Treasure From Sunken Liner 


The Italian salvage ship “Antiglio” 
has sailed for a final attemnt to raise 
approximately $1,000,000 in gold still 
in the ‘strong room of the sunken P. 
nd O, liner “Egypt.” lying 70 fathoms 
deep off Point de Raz. 

In four previous summers of work 
tt Italian divers recovered $2,500,- 
(WM) of the total cargo of $5,000,000 in 
gold and silver which the Hner carried 
from London on her last voyage, May 
The “Egypt” sank in twenty 
minutes after being rammed in a fog 
by the French freighter “Seine.” Of 
the 44 passengers and 291 crew, *i 
lives were lost. 

After finishing with the “Egypt,” the 
“Antiglio” probably will be engaged 
by the Egyptian government to seex 
gold and other treasure from Napo- 
leon’s ships which were sunk by Lord 
Nelson off Aboukir Bay in 1798.
